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DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment Entry 

1. The amendment of March 2, 2004 has been entered. Claims 1-3, 10, 13-15, 20, 22-23, 29 
have been amended. Claims 30-33 have been newly entered. Claims 1-33 are under 
consideration in the office action. 

EXAMINER >S AMENDMENT
